XlIE foUowinf^ small coUcctioii was made in the year 1818, 
and tent homo to the Library of the East India House, whence, 
nt the recommendation of Da. WiuLint, it was transferred 
back to China, and ordered by the Honorable Court of Direc* 
tors to be printed at the Corajiany*s Press, the want of types in 
England (a want that has already been supplied in France) 
rcndcrini; such a step necessary towards the printing of any 
work which contained a large proportion of the Chinese Clia- 
racter. The first object of the Compilation (as set forth in 
the title page) was to afford some assistance to Students of 
the Language i hut there are perhaps other Persons to whom 
it may not be altogether devoid of interest. 

As among the tayings contained in the present volume 
it is olnerved, that a mau*s conversation is the mirror of hw 
thoughts^ KO the maxims of a people may be considered as a 
mi*diuni which reflects with tolerable accuracy the existing 
btate of llivir mjiiiiiers and wayH of Uiiiiking.

Considered in this connection, the following Proverbs 
and Moral Sentences may potscw some claim to the attention of 
the curious. If in the orif^inal Unguaf^e they can pretend to 
any merit of llieir own, it arises chiefly from the brevity and 
pointcdncss of expression,— -a merit which wholly evaporates in 
the process of translation. Denuded of their native dress* they 
in most instances dej^enerate into little better than mere 
truisms I— truisms, however, which while they may excite the 
ocom of the if^norant and the unthinking, are of such utility and 
importance in the conduct of life, as to have made it the -study 
of the Moralist, in every country, to inculcate them with the 
l^rcatest effect t by clothini: them in such forcible and f4ri- 
king language, and coadensing them into so laconic a form, as 
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mi|rht bcAt allure the attention, and enable the memory moti 
easily to retain them. 1 have oh«crved in another place** 
thai \JtnR lani^uaj^e of the Chinese i» well adapted to this pur* 
pose. 

Their most ancient Moral Maxims, (and especially those 
of Confucins) bear a strong; resemblance to the sentcntioossay- 
•np of the Sa(^ of Greece. In the earlier sta^ of sociely, 
before the di (Fusion of book leaminf;, and when the tcachera 
of truth addressed themselves orally to their disciples, such 
pithy and condensed sentences were not only best calculate 
ed to excite immediate attention, but aim* the most likely to 
be rcmcmlicred by the hearers. Being treasured up and 
handed down to posterity, they have at Icnj^lh become so many 
texts or theses for the more Prosair Discourses of modem 
limesi and arrordin|;ly, I think it will be found, that the ear* 
licst records of every country abound most with this species 
of sententious wisdom. I^n|; Irainn of reasonin|( and la- 
boured deductions are suited neither to the inclinations nor 
capacities of men in the infancy of s€>ciety t nor were they 
re<|uired, when e%'ery word that fell from the lips of the 
teacher was received with submissive reverence by his disciples.
